But. im portant as are both 
of these qualities, neither is correct. 
It Is simply that the thoroughbred 
when he is tired will k e e p on with an 
iii diminished courage and ambition, 
while a common horse under the same 
circumstances will quit. 
Ground Feed For Horses. 
Old horses or others with i*>or teeth 
should always have ground grain. 
It 
is almost impossible for them to make 
use of the whole grain. 
During the 
spring mouths or at any season of the 
year when they are shedding teeth 
colts should have ground grain in or­ 
der to prevent any unnecessary use 
of the jaw s during such a peri*si. 
It is argued by some that the cost 
of grinding will not make it profitable 
rn grind fe<*d for horses uot at w-ork 
unless they have defective teeth. 
But 
where one Is prepared to grind his 
own grain him self the work can be 
done at odd times, and the expense of 
grinding need hardly enter into the 
question.
